Of the entire presidential 
force of automobiles, only two ar- 
rhed in Manassas, and one of these 
canied the president. 


The trip was the loughest the pres- 


ident has ever experienced. 
When 


only a few miles out of Washington 
the rain began to fall in torrents. 
One machine gave out on thj way to 
Fairfax Courthouse and a hurry call 
was sent for a relief car from Wash- 
ington. 


Insists on Company. 


The president insisted on taking 


the senators and the solicitor gen- 
eral along with his party, and after 
the relief car had arrived from Wash- 
ington for the slranded members Ihe 
enlire pam set out again for Bull 
Run battk-.ield.
